Tun Board of Managers, in issuing the Seventeenth Annual 
Announcement of the Homeopathic Medical College of Penn- — 
sylvania, located at Philadelphia, are happy to bear testimony 
to its continued usefulness. 

The number of medical institutions of this city, and the facili- 
ties which these afford for the prosecution of the study of medi- 
cine and the collateral sciences, have won for it the title of 
‘Medical Metropolis” of the United States. Side by side with 
these time-honored and influential institutions, which are sup- 
ported by immense interested patronage,—our own College, the 
oldest of its kind in existence, has striven nobly and not vainly 
to become established. 

Men of thorough medical education and scientific acumen no 
longer regard our homeopathic law as a mere speculation, but 
as the evidence of a more enlightened and progressive era in 
medical science. 

Alloeopathy, in all its varied forms, confesses its inability to 
produce any equally positive or accurate rule of practice. It can 
teach indeed but the prolegomena of our own true doctrines. 

The principles of pure Homeopathy are implicitly relied on, 
and faithfully taught in our school; and every means of scien- 
tific research and learning will be proleréd the student as col- 
lateral aid. 

The Board have made, since the last session, important 
changes in the Faculty of the College, and created a Chair of 
“Special Pathology and Diagnostics;” thereby suppyee a de- 
sideratum demanded by modern researches. 

Thus the branches of instruction taught in wth schools, 
Chemistry, Physiology and Pathology, Materia Medica, Obstet- 
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rics, Anatomy, Surgery, and Therapeutics, will subserve our 
end,—the illustration of the homeopathic law, more particularly 
elucidated from the Chair of Institutes. 

The student will hence see the vast importance of a previous 
literary and classical education, ere he enter the precincts of our 
profession ; and the necessity of unremitting attendance upeA the 
course of his studies. 

Our lecture-rooms are large and commodious; our opportuni- 
ties for the study of practical anatomy equal to any in the city; 
the charts, preparations, and specimens for illustrations con- 
tained in our museum are accessible to the student. Our dis- 
pensary continues to be, daily, the resort of a large number of 
patients; our semi-weekly clinics, attached to the dispensary, 
afford opportunities for witnessing a variety of cases, and their 
treatment. The hours reserved for medical and for surgical 
clinies are so arranged as to permit students to be present at 
those held at the Pennsylvania and Philadelphia Hospitals; the 
attendance upon which latter is free of charge:—and from the 
multitude of poor who apply for aid to the several charities of 
the city, cases of Obstetrics are procured for the members of 
the graduating class. 

The dissecting-room will be open on the Ist of October.

} AKogulations ot the College. 


THe Course of Lectures will begin annually on the second 
Monday in October, and end about the Ist of March ensuing. 

The Matriculation Ticket must be obtained of the Dean be- 
fore any other tickets can be purchased. 

The Fee for the course of lectures must be paid to the Dean, 
who will give a receipt entitling the Matriculant to the tickets of 
the other professors. 

To constitute a full course, all the tickets must be taken by 
the first Monday in N over her except in special cases. 

Students who have attended two full courses of instruction in 
this institution, shall be admitted to the subsequent courses of 
the College without further charge. 

The Faculty shall have stithéety to consider and decide upon 
cases of special application for admission to the lectures. 

Students may become candidates for Graduation who have 
attended two full courses of instruction in this institution; or 
one course only, in case they have attended one or more full 
courses in any other respectable Medical College. 

A candidate for graduation must be at least twenty-one years 
of age, of good moral character, possessed of sufficient prelimi- 
nary education, have applied himself to the study of medicine for 
three years, and have been the private pupil for two years of a 

respectable practitioner of medicine. 
The candidate when applying for examination must first 
exhibit his tickets to the Dean of the Faculty, or give other 
satisfactory evidence of having complied with the regulations. 

He must, on or before the ist of February, deliver to the 
Dean of the Faculty an Essay or Thesis, it his own hand- 
writing, composed by himself, on some medical subject. At 
which time he will pay the fee of graduation. 

The Essay must be written on Thesis Paper, of uniform size, 
every alternate page being blank. 
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The Examinations for graduation will begin about the middle 


of February, and the Commencement for conferring the Degrees. 


of the College will be held by a Special Mandamus of the Board 
of Managers, as soon after the close of lectures as practicable. 

The examinations will be conducted in private by each pro- 
fessor, and the voting, in the case of every candidate, shall be by 
ballot. 

Special examinations may, with the consent of the Faculty, 
be held in particular cases. 

In unsatisfactory cases, the spade may, with the consent 
of the Faculty, avail iiaele of a second examination before the . 
whole Faculty. 7 

Formal notice of each satisfactory examination shall be given 
by the Dean to the successful candidate, who shall record his 
name and address upon the register of graduates, with the title 
of his Thesis. 

The names of the successful candidates are to be reported by 
the Dean to the President of the College, who will communicate 
such report to the Board of Managers, in order, that if approved 
by them, their mandamus may be issued for conferring the 
degree. : 

A successful candidate shall not be absent from the Com- 
mencement, without the permission of the Faculty. 

A Thesis may be published by the candidate, permission of 
the Faculty being first obtained.
